16.  Charles  Chute,  barrister  of  the  Middle  Temple,  son  of  Arthur  and  cousin 

to  Lionel  jr.,  who  came  to  America,  was  a  member  of  Parliament  for  Thet- 
ford  in  Norfolk,  living  in  1634;  m.  Ursula,  da.  of  John  Challoner,  of  Fulham, 
a  cousin  to  Sir  Thomas  Challoner,  who  having  been  tutor  to  Henry,  Prince 
of  Wales,  son  of  James  I,  for  whom  Bramhill  in  Hants,  was  built,  is  com- 
memorated by  a  fine  monument  in  Cheswich  church. 

17.  Challoner  Chute,  b.  ab.  1595,  spent  his  childhood  at  Kensington,  where  his 

younger  brother  Charles  was  b.  in  1600;  and  his  sister  Dorothy  in  1603;  the 
entries  of  whose  births  in  the  register  of  the  Mary  Abbotts,  Kensington, 
were  in  Latin,  while  those  of  less  dignified  persons  were  in  the  vulgar  tongue. 
He  had  also  a  brother  Alexander,  and  sisters  Maria  and  Jane,  who  married 
John  Bolles,  of  Osberton,  in  Nollingham.  Challoner  was  admitted  student 
of  the  Middle  Temple,  Nov.  11,  1613,  as  Caroli  Chewte,  and  was  called  to  the 
bar  May  23,  1623.  He  was  appointed  to  conduct  one  of  the  earliest  of  those 
experiments  for  the  registrations  of  titles  and  sales  of  land,  which  have 
never  ceased  to  exercise  the  ingenuity  of  law  reformers  down  to  the  present 
time.    Challoner  Chute  purchased  The  Vine— a  celebrated  country-seat  in 
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Hants  Co.,  between  Hampshire  and  Berkshire,  of  Lord  Sandys,  grandson  of 
Sir  Walter  Sandys,  who  m.  Edith,  da.  of  Sir  John  Cheney,  of  Sherland,  in 
the  Isle  of  Sheppy,  and  was  sheriff  of  Hampshire  in  1497,  in  which  year  he 
d.  having  charged  his  debts  by  will  on  his  personal  property  at  Andover 
and  The  Vyne— in  1649  to  1653.  That  beautiful  place  was  settled  by  the 
Romans,  in  the  2d  or  3d  century,  and  was  held  by  the  family  of  Sandys  from 
Richard  II,  to  1650.  Challoner  Chute,  m.  Ann,  da.  of  Sir  John  Skory,  of 
Hertfordshire,  Kt.,  June  14,  1627;  and  they  had  Anne,  Challoner  and  Scicilia. 
The  latter  m.  into  the  family  of  Henry  Barker,  of  Chiswick,  of  whom  there 
is  a  striking  portrait,  dated  1615,  aged  79,  at  the  Yyne.  He  m.  2d,  Dorothy, 
da.  of  Dudley,  3d,  Baron  North  and  widow  of  Richard  Lennard,  13th  Baron 
Dacre  of  Hurstmonceaux.  He  pled  earnestly  for  the  bishops,  and  the  royal 
cause,  and  was  presented  a  valuable  silver  tankard  by  John,  Bishop  of  Roch- 
ester, as  a  reward  for  so  doing.  He  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  Middle 
Temple  in  1655;  Knight  of  the  Shire  for  Middlesex  1656  and  1658;  and  upon 
the  assembling  of  Parliament  under  Richard  Cromwell,  Jan.  29,  1659,  he  was 
unanimously  chosen  speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  French  ambas- 
sador, M.  de  Bordeaux,  wrote  home  in  February,  that  Parliament  elected 
its  speaker  who  is  one  of  the  most  celebrated  lawyers  in  the  nation,  and  there 
appeared  to  be  no  opposition  to  his  election.  He  d.  Apr.  14,  1659,  greatly 
lamented  by  all,  even  in  America.    His  wife  Dorothy  survived  him. 

18.  Challoner  Chute,  .jr.,  in  1654,  m.  Catharine  Lennard,  da  of  Lord  and  Lady 

Dacre;  he  was  elected  to  Parliament,  member  for  Devizes,  1656  and  later  on 
for  the  city  of  Westminister.  He  d.  in  1666,  aged  36.  They  were  of  the 
Royalists,  and  were  greatf  good,  pious  and  honest.  Their  wisdom  and  judg- 
ment— especially  the  father — were  extraordinary.

20.  i  Edward  JR.,  d.  y.  1722.    ii  Challoner,  d.  1705.    iii  Anthony,  b.  1691,  member 

of  Parliament  for  Yarmouth,  Isle  of  Wight,  1734,  d.  1754.  iv  Francis,  a 
chancery  barrister,  d.  1745.  v  JoJm,  b.  1701,  succeeded  Anthony  at  the  Yyne, 
1754;  High  Sheriff  of  Hampshire,  1757;  d.  May  26,  1776.  vi  Mary,  d.  single, 
vii  Catharine,  m.  Thomas  Lennard  Chute,  cousin,  and  d.  S.  P.  viii  Margaret, 
d.  single,  ix  Ann,  d.  S.  John  Chute  was  made  acquainted  with  Horace 
Walpole  and  Thomas  Gray,  who  had  completed  their  studies  at  Eaton  and 
Cambridge,  and  were  travelling  on  the  Continent.  Gray  parted  with  Wal- 
pole in  1741,  and  took  as  his  companion  John  Chute.  That  year,  Walpole, 
being  in  the  House  of  Commons,  supported  John  Chute's  brother  Francis,  as 
a  candidate  for  Parliament.  In  1742,  Walpole  was  introduced  to  John's 
other  brother,  Anthony,  and  expressed  satisfaction  at  having  seen  and  got 
acquainted  with  the  three.  He  described  John's  temperance  habits  Aug.  20, 
1743,  as  commendable  and  better  than  his  Norfolk  neighbors,  Gray  admired 
John  the  most  of  anybody,  and  held  correspondence  with  him  for  more  than 
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twenty  years.  In  1762  Gray  wrote  to  Chute  about  taking  tlie  professorship 
of  Modern  History  at  Cambridge,  but  Gray  got  it  himself  in  1768,  and  Chute 
Chute  speaks  of  shedding  skin  after  the  gout,  and  lively  as  an  eel  a  week 
after.  Gray  died  July  30,  1771,  a.  55,  and  Walpole  wrote  to  Chute  soon  after 
deploring  the  sad  news.    Walpole  d.  1797,  a.  80.

Wiggett  jr.,  mayor  of  Norwich,  175:S,  and  assumed  the 
surname  and  arms  of  Chute,  of  the  Ynye,  and  d.  1790,  a.  69.  and  was  buried 
at  Pickenham;  as  his  wife  was  bpfore  him.

S.  P.,  1824;  he  was  born  1757,  educated  at  Harrow  and  Clare 
Hall,  Cambridge,  succeeded  to  the  Vine,  1790;  entered  Parliament  that  year, 
as  a  member  for  Hampshire,  and  had  a  park  of  fox-hounds,  with  which  he 
went  hunting  with  eleven  other  persons,  including  the  Duke  of  Wellington. 
The  Duke  wrote  to  William  in  1820,  desiring  to  known  when  he  was  going 
out  with  the  hounds  that  he  might  go  along.  He  was  a  sober,  temperate 
man,  and  on  the  death  of  William  Pitt,  in  1S06,  he  was  unseated;  but  was  re- 
elected in  1807.  vi  Mary,  d.  soon.  vii  Jane.  d.  single.  viii  Mary,  m. 
Wither  Bramston,  of  Oakley  Hall,  Hants,  and  d.  S.  P.,  1832.  ix  Catharine, 
d.  soon.  X  Rev.  Thoman  Vere  Chute,  of  the  Vyne  and  Pickenham  Hall, 
Rector  of  South  Pickenham  and  Moulton,  St.  Michael's,  Norfolk.  He  d. 
single,  1827,  a.  55.  Ann  Rachel,  da.  of  Ann  Rachel  (Chute)  Hicks  —  the 
rightful  heir  —  m.  Sir  Lambert  Cromie,  Irish  Bart,  against  the  wish^  of  her 
uncles,  so  the  estates  fell  to  Wm.  Lyde  Wiggett,  Esq.,^  (Rev.  Thomas  Wig- 
gett,3  James,-^  William i  ),  high  sheriff  1832,  M.  P.,  for  Norfolk,  A.  M.,  Oxford, 
Barrister  at  Law,  b.  June  16,  1800;  M.  P.,  for  West  Norfolk  1837,  as  owner 
of  Pickenham  Hall;  after  this  he  sold  his  Norfolk  estate  and  resigned  his 
seat  in  1847. 

23.  William  Lyde  Wiggett  Chute. — having  taken  the  surname  arms  and  title — 

became  the  proprietor  of  the  Vyne;  which  he  enriched  and  improved  with 
pictures,  statuary,  furniture,  etc.,  very  finely.  He  m.  June  1837,  Martha,  da. 
of  Theophilus  Russell  Buckworth,  Esq.,  of  Cockley  Cley  Hall,  Norfolk,  and 
lived  at  the  Vine  from  the  death  of  Elizabeth,  w.  of  Wm.  John,  1842,  till  his 
death  July  6,  1879.  His  brothers  and  sisters  were:  i  Anna  Maria,  m.  Rog'er 
Western,  ii  Frances,  iii  Mary  Ann.  iv  Emeline,  d.

called  to  the  bar  at  Middle  Temple,  June  1865;  m.  Eleanor,  da.  of  Wyndham 
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Portal,  a  family  of  French  extraction,  Apr.  6,  1875,  and  have  Charles  Len- 
nard,  b.  1879;  John  Clialoner  b.  1881;  Rachel  Eleanor,  ii  Devereaux  Wiggeit, 
b.  Dec.  20,  1839;  ra..Mary,  da.  of  Capt.  Hunter,  and  have  Maud  and  Norah. 
iii  Charles  Thomas,  Lieut.  B.  N.,  b.  Aug.  17, 1841,  d.  1867.  iv  Edward  Russell, 
b.  July  11,  1846,  m.  1874,  Nina  Mary,  da.  of  F.  Firth,  Esq.,  and  had  Fred 
Russell,'  and  Edward  Lenuard.  v  Theophilus  Ddcre,  b.  June  10,  1852.  vi

It  is  necessary  here  to  explain  that  Lionel  Chute,  the  first  to  Amer- 
ica, brought  over  with  him  a  parchment  roll,  containing  the  Chute 
lineage  and  pedigree  from  Alexander  ^  to  about  1700,  which  was  de- 
ciphered by  Dean  Dudley  and  John  W.  Deane,  and  published  in  the 
Gen.  Reg.  of  1859 ;  but  b}^  age  and  dampness  (being  in  Lionel's  chest, 
see  his  will),  much  of  it  was  very  imperfect,  so  we  have  followed  more 
closely  Wm.  Berry's  Berkskire  and  Hampshire  Pedigrees.  This  same 
roll  was  copied  by  Amelia  (Parish)  Perkins,  page  23,  and  so  two  or 
three  persons  in  the  family  have  copies  of  it. 

The  first  instance  of  the  spelling  Chewte  we  find  in  Challoner  W. 
Chute's  History  of  the  Vyne,  1888,  when  Challoner  Chute  was  admit- 
ted student  of  the  Middle  Temple,  in  1613,  as  Caroli  Chewte.  But 
like  many  other  names  in  America,  it  has  several  spellings. 

The  original  Chute  Arms  have  been  augmented  or  empaled  with  the 
names  of  Britton,  Sturton,  Chichester,  Barkley,  Lucas,  Culpepper,  and 
Baker.  The  following  items  are  taken  from  various  books  published 
in  London.

Noah  Chute  is  reported  of  in  New  Jersey  about  1660-70. 

Another  family  is  in  Athens  Co.,  Ohio.  Andrew  J.  Chute  was  in 
the  31st  O.  V.  I.,  in  Sherman's  army. 

Another  family  is  in  Cumberland  Co.,  Me.  We  well  remember  two 
brothers.  Freedom  and  James,  in  Casco,  south  of  Naples,  in  1857. 
They  were  two  respectable  farmers,  out  of  a  family  of  thirteen  children 
of  Moses  and  Ruth  (Mosher)  Chute  ;  Moses  was  the  son  of  George  and 
Olive  cBrown)  Chute ;  and  George  was  a  son  of  Wm.  Shute  who  m. 
Hannah  Carter  in  Scarboro  1751.  It  appears  that  about  the  time  of 
the  American  war,  they  changed  the  name  from  Shute  to  Chute. 

In  the  Salem  Register  of  October  1806,  is  recorded  the  marriage  of 
Jeremiah  M.  Chute  to  Betsy  Gavet,  farther  than  this  we  know  nothing. 

Besides  these  are  some  Chutes  from  Ireland.  James  Henry  is  one 
in  South  Boston.  John  J.,  is  one  in  Neponset,  south  of  Boston.  Saw 
one  in  New  York  city  in  1880.  Another  in  Chicago  in  1870.  John 
Chute  was  in  Rochester,  Minn.,  time  of  the  late  war. 

Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Higgins)  Chute,  live  in  Cleveland,  O.  They 
came  over  fom  Ireland  to  Canada  in  1862,  lived  in  Strathroy,  Middle- 
sex Co.,  two  years,  thence  to  Pennsylvania,  and  then  to  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  He  was  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Margaret  (Manny)  Chute,  of 
Cork,  who  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Chute  of  Tralee,  1770. 

Mr.  James  Chute  lives  in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  son  of  Harry  and  Nellie 
(Murphy)  Chute,  of  Grange,  Meade  Co.,  Ireland.  Harry's  children 
were  James,  Mary,  Bridget,  Katharine  and  Michael.  Harry's  parents 
were  Patrick  Chute  and  Katie  Monohan,  and  they  had  Thomas,  John, 
Patrick,  Harry  and  Mary. 

Among  the  British  soldiers  in  America,  in  the  days  of  George  II, 
was  Lieut.  Eusebius  Chute  of  the  9th  regiment,  commission  dated 
July  14,  1759. 

Peter  Chute,  injured  by  a  disaster  on  the  cars  of  the  N.  Y.  &  N.  E. 
R.  R.,  the  first  of  September  1893,  died  at  Hartford,  Ct.,  worth  |100,- 
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000.  He  left  112,000  to  a  Mrs.  Boyce  at  Burnley,  Lancashire,  Eng- 
land;  and  the  balance  to  a  sister,  Mrs.  Frank  Duffey,  in  Mass.,  and  a 
brother  in  New  South  Wales.

A  PEW  EARLY  DATES  IN  AMERICAN  HISTORY. 


As  an  aid  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  Chute  Genealogies  a  list  of 
early  discoveries  and  settlements  in  North  America  are  given,  chiefly  in 
Massachusetts  and  the  New  England  States. 

America  first  discovered  by  Norsemen  or  Norwegians  about  the  year  1000.

He  had 
received  a  good  education  in  England  and  was  therefore  qualified  to 
teach  the  grammar  school  at  Ipswich,  which  he  did  in  1636,  and  hence 
is  called  the  old  Ipswich  schoolmaster.  He  bought  two  parcels  of  land 
of  William  Bartholomew  in  1639  ;  60  acres  of  upland  and  12  acres  of 
meadow  were  granted  him  in  1640;  made  freeman,  1641 ;  made  his  will 
in  1644.    He  died  April,  1645.

II.  2  James  Chute  {Lionel),  born  in  Dedham,  Essex  county,  Eng- 
land, 1613,  brought  with  his  parents  to  this  continent,  1634;  married, 
about  1647,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Daniel  Epps  and  Martha  Read.

James  Chute,  sen.,  received  a  good  education  and  was  often  called 
upon  to  sign  and  witness  deeds  and  other  legal  documents  in  Ipswich. 
His  wife  was  also  a  good  scholar,  and  she  too  was  called  upon  to  sign 
her  name  on  several  important  occasions.  In  1645,  James  Chute  was 
allowed  a  bill  to  take  a  bushel  of  Indian  corn  of  the  constable's  for  two 
sheets  of  parchment  for  the  town's  use.  He  was  styled  Register  of 
Deeds  about  that  time. 

James  Chute  was  a  commoner  in  1648  and  was  allowed  one  shilling 
town  bounty  for  a  fox  that  year  and  the  same  at  another  time. 
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Siimnel  Symonds,  jr.,  made  his  will  Sept.  22,  1653,  in  which  he 
willed  his  brother,  Harlakinden,  his  land  in  Wenham  and  four  of  his 
best  bands ;  to  his  brother  John,  £3,  10  s.  ;  to  his  brother  Samuel  and 
to  his  sisters,  Martha,  Ruth  and  Priscilla,  and  to  his  nephew,  Samuel 
Epps,  20s.  a  peece  ;  to  his  sister,  Mary  Epps,  peece  of  Holland  doth  ; 
to  Killignesse  Kosse,  his  chest  with  the  lock  aud  key;  to  his  brother 
Samuel,  all  his  books  ;  to  Rebecca  Ward,  5s.  ;  to  his  brother  William 
(his  executor),  all  his  laud  at  Chebacco  and  Ipswich,  etc.  In  presence 
of  James  Chewte    Elisab  Chevvte. 

proved  Jan.  28,  1654. 

Robert  Lord,  Cleric. 

Thomas  Mauiug  of  Ipswich  sold  a  small  lot  to  John  Woodman,  Aug. 
13,  1653,  witnessed  by  James  Chewte.  A  similar  instrument,  same 
year,  is  witnessed  by  James  Chevvte,  and  speaks  of  John  Appleton, 
Reginald  Foster  and  John  Woodman.  Other  similar  instruments  were 
witnessed  or  signed  by  James  Chute,  Samuel  Symonds  and  Daniel  Deni- 
son  nearly  every  year  from  1650  to  1660. 

Apr.  2,  1656.  John  Hull  of  Newbury,  yeoman,  in  consideration  of 
divers  legacies,  etc.,  sold  to  Edward  Woodman,  jr.,  of  Newbury,  yeo- 
man, about  400  acres,  with  a  large  stock  of  horses,  cattle  and  hogs ; 
subscribed,  sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  James  Chute,  Henry 
Short,  Elisab  Chute. 

James  Chute  was  one  of  the  selectmen  in  1654,  '61,  '64  and  '78. 

Feb.  28,  1655.  Theophilus  Wilson  sold  to  Joseph  Jewett  32  acres  of 
upland  for  £16,  witnessed  by  James  Chute,  John  Gage. 

Mar.  3,  1658.  Samuel  Younglove  of  Ipswich,  butcher,  sold  to  Philip 
Fowler,  clothmaker,  a  six  acre  lott  that  he  bo't  of  Geo.  Palmer,  lying  & 
being  within  the  common  field  on  the  north  side  the  river,  having  ye 
land  of  James  Chute  towards  the  Northwest  &  north  east,  the  land  of 
Wm,  Averill  toward  the  southeast  &  other  lands  of  the  said  Philip 
toward  the  southwest. 

Mar.  16,  1663.  Henry  Kingsbury  of  Rowley,  planter,  for  £4.10,  sold 
to  Thomas  Harris  of  Ipswich,  fisherman,  a  portion  of  the  marsh  called 
the  hundreds,  bounded  by  the  marsh  of  James  Chute  towards  the  north 
and  of  John  French  towards  the  south,  of  John  Rogers  towards  the  west, 
towards  Plumb  Island  River,  &c.  Witnessed  by  Jer.  Belcher,  Daniel 
Hovey,  James  Chute,  Robert  Lord,  Clerk. 

Aug.  29,  1663.  John  Bishop  and  wife  Rebecca,  of  Newbury,  sold  to 
Peter  Cheny  for  £250,  a  mill  and  mill  property  upon  the  little  river 
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between  Nich.  Noyes  and  Capt.  Wm.  Gerish,  a  grist  mill  in  Newbury. 
Witnessed  by  Anthony  Somerby,  Hugh  Marsh,  Samuel  Symonds. 

Oct.  17,  1663.  John  VYiate  of  Ipswich,  yeoman,  sold  to  John  Ed- 
wards, husbandman,  for  a  pair  of  oxen  5  acres  of  the  great  marsh, 
called  the  hundreds,  bounded  on  the  south  side  by  the  lands  of  Simon 
Tuttle  of  Ipswich,  on  the  east  side  joining  to  the  lands  of  James  Chute, 
on  the  northeast  side  bounded  by  the  land  of  John  Whipple,  jr.,  and  on 
the  northwest  side  by  the  hmd  of  Samuel  Younglove. 

Feb.  3, 1665.  Wm.  Bulkly  of  Ipswich,  shoemaker,  for  eighty  pounds, 
sold  to  Henry  Bridgham  of  Boston,  tanner,  16  acres  in  Ipswich,  within 
the  common  field  on  the  north  syde  the  river,  the  land  of  Thos.  Tred- 
well  toward  the  south  &  East,  having  the  marsh  of  Robert  Pearce  towards 
the  north,  &  the  land  of  James  Chute  toward  the  west. 

1665.  James  Chute  owned  a  share  in  Plumb  Island,  Castle  Neck, 
and  Hog  Island. 

Sept.  13,  1673.  James  Chute  sold  to  Aron  Pengry  for  £24,  two  lots 
— a  six  acre  lott  &  a  three  acre  lott — in  Ipswich  within  the  common  field 
on  the  north  syde  the  river,  bounded  by  the  land  of  Samuel  Bishop  & 
Philip  Fowler  toward  the  South  &  West,  the  land  of  Robert  Lord  & 
Henry  Ossborne  toward  the  north,  &  Thos.  Smith  toward  the  east.  James 
Chute,  jr.,  with  the  consent  of  his  father  in  the  presence  of  Robert  Lord, 
sen.,  &  Joseph  Lord,  Daniel  Denison. 

Aug.,  1675.    Samuel  Simons  died.    Inventory  taken  soon  after. 

Sept.  23,  1675.  James  Chute  is  credited  with  military  service  under 
Capt.  Jonathan  Poole,  to  the  am't  of£l,  10,  10,  Narragansett  No.  1. 

Apr.  21,  1676.  Samuel  Symonds  to  Edward  Bragg,  sold  land  in 
Ypswich,  in  the  presence  of  James  Chute  and  Wm.  Smith. 

The  two  James  Chutes  —  senior  and  junior  —  took 
oaths  of  allegiance.  ^ 

Mar.  20,  1682-3.  James  Chute  sold  to  Thos.  Medcalf,  9  acres  of 
Plumb  Island,  bounded  by  marsh  of  Thos.  Clark  on  3^e  South  &  South 
West,  next  Phimb  Island  river  fourty  five  rod  in  length.  Grape  Island 
Cove  on  ye  north  east  of  it  thirty  six  rod  :  Deacon  Knowlton  &  John 
Harris  &  John  Staniford  &  lots  of  Mr.  Francis  Wainwright  &  Nicholas 
Wallis  on  ye  North  West  in  Rowley  Bounds,  for  certain  other  lands  de- 
scribed, &c.

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The  death  of  Elizabeth  Chute  is  not  discovered ;  but  her  sister,  Mary 
Epps,  married  Peter  Duncan,  1654,  lived  in  Gloucester,  and  died  there 
Jul}^  21,  1692,  leaving  several  children.    He  died  May  6,  1716,  aged  86. 

Mr.  James  Chute  died  in  the  spring  of  1691,  aged  about  78  years, 
when  his  son  James,  jun.,  was  granted  letters  of  administration  as  fol- 
lows :

1735.  Thos.  Chute  was  deputy  sheriff  of  Essex  Co.,  Mass.,  at  Salem. 
About  this  time  he  concluded  to  move  to  New  Marblehead,  or  Wind- 
l^m,  Me.,  but  we  find  that  he  bought  property  in  Marblehead  of  Thos. 
Wood  in  1737.    He  moved  to  Portland  that  year  as  per  the  following  : 

Received  of  Thos  Chute  twenty  shillings  in  part  for  his  fraight  of  his 
household  goods  &  family  from  Newbury  to  Falmouth. 

Received  by  me,  Moses  Swett,  Oct.  24,  1737. 

Received  of  Thomas  Chute  twenty  two  shillings  &  six  pence  in  fish 
which  I  promise  to  discount  with  Mr.  Joseph  Tappin  of  Newbury  in  part 
for  sd  Chutes  fraight  of  his  goods  &  family  from  Newbury  to  Falmouth 
as  witness  my  hand,  John  Swett. 

Falmouth,  now  Portland,  Feb.  10,  1738. 

After  that  his  accounts  and  correspondence  date  from  Maine.  One 
is  dated,  "Falmouth  April  ye  6,  1738,"  was  for  Thos  Chute  to  pay  Mr 
Andrew  Tuck  forty-five  shillings  &  charge  it  to  Phinihas  &  Stephen 
Jones. 

Thomas  Chute  was  granted  land  in  Windham,  Me.  (some  ten  miles 
north  of  Portland),  in  1735,  &  sold  some  again  in  1739. 

Here  is  an  old  account.  Falmouth,  Nov.  4,  1760  :  Received  of  Thos 
Chute  in  Cash  seventeen  pounds  in  what  we  call  old  tenor,  it  being  in 
full  to  balance  an  accompt  which  Tho.  Chutes  dafter  Abigail  Cobham 
stands  charged  with  in  my  book.    Rpceived  by  me  William  Cotton. 

New  Marblehead  &  Gorham  town  gave  Thomas  Chute  power  of  attor- 
ney to  plead  for  them  about  1760.  Signed  by  Curtis  Chute,  Rebecca 
Bodge,  Samuel  Conant,  Philip  Gammon  and  several  more. 

Thomas  Chute  was  surveyor  of  highways  1741-42. 

May  19,  1746  to  Jan.  19,  1747.  Thos.  Chute  was  a  member  of  Capt. 
Geo.  Berry's  Company,  Falmouth. 

John  Bodge,  Curtis  Chute,  Wm.  and  Thos.  May  berry  were  in  tha 
New  Marblehead  Division,  Serg.  Thos.  Chute  in  command. 

Mary,  wife  of  Thos.  Chute  (probably  daughter  of  Benj.  and  Mary 
Curtis  of  Scituate),  died  July  30,  1762,  aged  seventy  or  seventy-one.

In  a  petition  signed  by  thirty-three  residents  of  Haverhill  district, 
not  to  be  joined  with  Kingstown,  province  of  New  Hampshire,  are  John 
Chute  and  Benjamin  Philbrick,  Oct.  16,  1746.  (Vol.  ix,  p.  362,  Town 
Papers.) 

John  Chuet  or  Chute  was  one  of  eight  surveyors  of  highways  in  Hamp- 
stead, N.  H.,  1756  ;  and  with  John  Beard  "ty thing  men"  1757.  In  1759 
he  moved  from  there  to  Granville,  Annapolis  Co.,  Nova  Scotia,  and 
mottled  on  a  farm  a  mile  below  Bridgetown,  and  there  for  more  than 
thirty  years  led  a  life  of  industry,  sobriety  and  piety,  as  a  tarmer,  black- 
smith, and  pioneer  Baptist  in  that  province.  He  died  Nov.,  17?1 ;  his 
wife  died  Nov.,  1808,  in  her  83rd  year.

Daniel  Chute  was  parish  clerk  thirty-three  years,  and  also  in  the  par- 
ish committees  of  Byfield,  with  several  others,  such  as  Joseph  Hale,  Paul 
Moody,  Jos.  Poor,  Parker  Cleaveland,  Nat  Tenney,  Jacob  Perley  and 
Thos  Pike  for  several  years.

My  da  Mary  to  have  £4.  of  my  household  goods,  and  the  remainder 
of  my  household  goods  to  Mary  Adams  and  Hannah  Chute  to  grand 
son  Nat.  Adams,  son  of  Enoch,  dec'd,  £200 :  to  grand-da  Hannah,  of 
son  Daniel,  dec'd,  £70,  to  be  paid  by  sons  Moses  and  Edmund :  to  son 
John  £267  :  to  sons  Moses  and  Edmund  all  my  homestead  in  Newbury, 
with  buildings  tools  utensils  cattle  sheep  horses  and  other  lands  mead- 
ows &c.  Wearing  apparel  to  4  sons  Richard  John  Moses  and  E^dmund  : 
and  to  Moses  my  loom,  and  to  Edmund  blacksmithshop  and  things  be- 
longing:  and  to  Richard  £100,  and  him  to  be  my  sole  execulor. 

Nov.  21,  1778,  the  will  was  delivered  to  Richard  jun.  as  executor, 
his  father  being  dead.  Inventory  taken  Nov.  24,  £3907.15.7.  Capt. 
Daniel  Chute  died  Jan.  6,  1805  ;  Hannah,  his  wife,  died  April  28,  1812, 
aged  ninety  years.

V.  9  Curtis^  Chute  (Thomas,^  James, ^  JaT^ies,'^  Lionel^),  cousin  to 
the  two  preceding,  born  in  Marblehead,  Mass.,  Sept.  15,  1728;  taken 
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to  Maine,  with  his  parents  and  two  sisters,  1737,  and  there  grew  to  man- 
hood, received  his  education  probably  from  his  mother,  as  she  taught  the 
first  school  in  Windham  where  they  settled.  He  was  admitted  to  com- 
munion in  the  Windham  Church  1753  ;  married  Miriam  Carr,  widow  of 
Josiah  Worcester^  {Timolhy^^ Francis?  Samuel^  Rev,  William^),  Mar. 
21,  1754,  and  lived  in  Windham.  He  bought  land  there  of  Thomas 
and  Bethia  Maybery,  and  Richard  and  Martha  Maybery,  sons  of  William 
Maybery,  deceased,  in  1764  ;  was  selectman  in  1767  ;  killed  by  light- 
ning, in  Portland,  June  5,  1767,  and  was  succeeded  by  Peter  Cobb.  His 
widow  was  admitted  to  communion  in  the  church  that  year.  She  was  a 
very  energetic,  industrious  woman  and  kept  the  family  together  many 
years.  Letters  of  administration  upon  her  husband's  estate  were  given 
her,  by  the  Hon.  Samuel  Waldo,  Judge  of  Probate,  June  7,  1768.  She 
kept  accounts  of  debt  and  credit  in  the  same  ledger  that  her  father-in- 
law  had  kept  in  for  years,  and  died  Oct.  16,  1799,  aged  70.

He  was  one  of  the 
selectmen  in  1788,  1791-6,  1798,  1800,  1802-4,  1806-11,  1814-16. 
He  was  town  clerk  of  Windham  in  1804,  and  represented  the  "District 
of  Maine,"  in  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  in  1805-12  ;  and 
again  in  1816-20.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  David  Noyes  of  Port- 
land, Sept.  11,  1781,  and  had  ten  children.

A  statement  that  Josiah  Chute,  late  a  sergeant  in  the  Army  of  the 
Revolution,  was  on  the  9th  day  of  March  1821,  inscribed  on  the  pension 
list,  Roll  of  Maine  Agency,  at  the  rate  of  five  and  thirty-three  and  one- 
third  one  hundredths  dollars  per  month ;  and  that  his  name  is  now  on 
the  roll  of  the  same  Agency,  at  the  rate  of  eight  dollars  per  month, 
commencing  on  the  9th  day  of  Jan.,  1830.  This  certificate  is  issued  in 
lieu  of  one  dated  on  the  ninth  of  March  1821  (cancelled).

to  Bear  River  by  his  parents ;  married,  by  Rev.  Edward  Manning  in 
Cornwallis,  King's  Co.,  Olive,  daughter  of  Eleazer  Woodworth,  Feb. 
17,  1814,  and  lived  in  Clements,  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Bear  River 
bridge ;  one  of  the  most  pious,  honest,  industrious  and  generous  men 
of  the  centuiy.  His  school  teacher  in  youth  was  William  Carr ;  his 
singing  teacher  was  Captain  Dean,  a  pupil  of  William  Billings  of  Bo- 
ston, studying  the  books,  Worcester  Collection,  Village  Harmony, 
Northern  Harmony  and  Stephen  Humbert's  Union  Harmony.  Thus 
by  persistent  effort  he  became  a  good  singer,^  leader  and  teacher,  and 
also  composed  about  forty  church  tunes.  He  claimed  to  "experience 
religion  "  under  the  preaching  of  Rev.  John  Saxton,  and  was  baptized 
by  Rev.  Enoch  Townes  in  1810,  joining  the  Baptist  church  in  Clements. 
He  was  appointed  deacon  about  1821,  and  soon  after  licensed  to  preach, 
which  he  continued  to  do  off  and  on  till  he  was  seventy  years  of  age. 
He  often  preached  the  gospel  to  the  poor  and  needy  in  back  settle- 
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ments,  aad  taught  singing  during  winter  evenings.    He  maintained  a 
constant  correspondence  with  friends  and  wrote  or  the  religious  papers 
For  several  years,  between  1850  and  1860,  he  was  involved  in  con- 
troversy with  Rev.  Israel  Rise,  on  the  MiUerite  doctrine.    His  wife 
too  was  a  great  worker,  a  weaver  and  a  good  Christian  woman.  He' 
sold  his  farm  in  Clements  in  the  spring  of  1841,  to  George  Troop,  and 
September  13,  left  Bear  River  for  Boston  on  the  schooner  Wave  Cap- 
tain Joel  McDormand,  thence  by  rail  to  Providence,  R.  I.,  and'ston- 
mgton,  Ct.,  thence  to  New  York  and  Albany  by  steamboat,  and  through 
the  Erie  canal  to  Buflfalo,  thence  to  Port  Rowan,  Upper  Canada,  on  a 
schooner  commanded  by  Captain  John  Redding.    From  there  thev 
moyed  twenty-five  miles  in  wagons,  northwest  of  Port  Bnruell  into 
Malahide,  and  in  January,  1842,  bought  one  hundred  acres  of  Captain 
John  Mclntyre  in  the  township  of  Bayham,  where  he  became  a  pros-  . 
perous  farmer,  charitable  to  the  poor.    His  house  was  the  resort  of 
Christian  ministers  and  pilgrims  of  all  denominations.    In  the  summer 
of  18d1,  he  went  back  to  Nova  Scotia  and  in  the  fall  brought  back 
with  them  Mrs.  Chute's  aged  mother  and  youngest  sister.  °  Deacon 
Chute  died  at  home,  happy  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  Feb.  17,  1862;  his  wife 
followed  Jan.  18,  1864,  in  her  sixty-eighth  year.

Conrad  Baker  was  b.  in  Franklin  Co.,  Pa.,  Feb.  12,  1817;  educated  at 
Pennsylvania  college,  Gettysburg,  and  then  studied  law  in  the  office  of 
Stevens  &  Snyder  of  that  city,  under  Thaddeus  Stevens  and  Judge  Daniel 
M.  Snyder.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1839,  and  practiced  law  there 
two  years.  He  emigrated  to  Indiana  and  settled  in  Evansville,  1841;  repre- 
sented Vanderburg  Co.  in  the  General  Assembly,  1845;  judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  for  the  counties  of  Warwick  and  Vanderburg,  1852,  and 
resigned  1854.  In  1861  he  was  commissioned  colonel  of  the  1st  Cavalry 
28th  regiment  of  Indiana  Volunteers,  and  from  August  to  April,  1863,  com- 
manded either  his  own  regiment  or  a  brigade  in  Missouri,  Arkansas  or 
Mississippi.  In  April,  1863,  he  was  called  home  to  Indianapolis  and  ap- 
pointed provost  marshal  general  of  Indiana,  where  he  superintended  the 
volunteer  recruiting  as  chief  mustering  officer,  till  August,  1864,  when  his 
term  of  service  expired  and  he  was  mustered  out. 

In  1865,  Gov.  Oliver  P.  Morton  convened  the  General  Assembly  in  special 
session,  and  right  after  delivering  his  message  went  to  Europe  in  quest  of 
health,  leaving  Mr.  Baker,  the  lieutenant  governor  in  charge  of  the  state. 

In  1867,  Gov.  Morton  was  elected  to  the  United  States  senate,when  Mr.  Baker 
became  governor  and  resided  at  Indianapolis.  In  1868  he  was  nominated  by 
the  Republican  convention  for  governor  and  elected  by  a  majority  of  961, 
and  at  the  close  of  his  term  engaged  again  in  the  practice  of  law  in  the  firm 
of  Baker,  Hord  &  Hendricks,  and  d.  there  Apr.  28,  1885,  beloved  by  all.

Chute,  at  his  house  in  Adelaide,  Ont.,  Mary  Ann,  daughtfr  of  Walter 
and  Phebe  (Brown)  Hill  (^Charles,  John),  from  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  to 
Canada,  April  24,  1861 ;  drove  a  covered  wsgon  (prairie  schooner), 
across  Wisconsin  to  Minnesota,  July  1862,  time  of  the  great  outbreak 
of  the  Sioux  Indians,  under  Little  Crow,  their  chief:  bought  out  a 
prairie  claim,  built  a  hewed  log  house,  and  there  settled,  two  miles 
west  of  Blue  Earth  City,  Jo  Davies,  Faribault  Co.  In  Dec,  1863, 
the  call  was  so  urgent  for  soldiers  in  the  army,  to  put  down  the  rebel- 
lion, he  volunteered  at  Blue  Earth  City,  Jan.  5,  1864,  went  to  Fort 
Snelling  and  St.  Paul;  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  Feb. 
24,  into  Co.  H,  2nd  Minn.  V.  I.,  (most  of  the  regiment  being  home  on 
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furlough),  as  a  veteran  recruit,  and  went  South  in  March,  on  sleighs 
down  the  Mississippi  river,  to  La  Crosse,  Wis.,  then  by  cars  to  Chicago, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Nashville,  Tenn.,  then  marched  (March  23),  via. 
Murfreesboro,  Shelbyville,  and  Tallahoma  to  Stevenson,  Ala.,  and 
thence  to  Chattanooga  by  rail. 

After  two  days  there  they  marched  across  the  country  eighteen  miles 
(camped  one  night  near  the  Chickamauga  battle-ground),  to  Ringgold, 
North  Georgia,  the  middle  of  April.  There  they  rested,  drilled  and 
recruited  three  weeks,  and  started  out  on  the  great  campaign  under 
Generals  Sherman,  Thomas,  McPherson,  Howard,  Palmer,  Logan, 
Dodge,  Blair,  Slocomb,  and  others.  May  7,  about  100,000  strong,  and 
was  with  the  army  in  their  marches,  countermarches  and  bivouacks,  to 
the  taking  of  Marietta,  Atlanta,  Savannah,  etc.  He  was  in  the  2nd 
Brig.,  3d  Div.,  14th  army  corps.  After  three  weeks  in  and  near  Savan- 
nah, they  marched  up  the  Savannah  river  twenty-five  or  thirty  miles, 
crossed  over  in  Jan.  1865,  on  pontoon  bridges  into  South  Carolina,  and 
went  through  some  cold,  wet  and  muddy  tramps,  crossing  the  Saluda, 
Wateree,  Great  Pedee,  Cape  Fear  and  other  rivers  on  pontoon  bridges, 
and  arrived  at  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  the  last  of  March.  Being  in  the  left 
wing  of  Sherman's  army  they  encountered  the  rebel.  Gen.  Wheeler's, 
cavalry  several  times.  While  at  Goldsboro  the  joyful  news  came  of 
the  surrender  of  Gen.  Lee  to  Gen.  Grant;  and  the  dreadful  news  of  the 
death  of  President  Lincoln  !  About  the  twentieth  of  April,  they  marched 
northward  through  Raleigh,  N.  C,  (when  Johnston  surrendered  to 
Sherman),  and  went  into  camp,  south  side  of  James  river,  near  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  May  7,  exactly  a  year  from  breaking  camp  in  Ringgold, 
Ga.,  the  year  before,  and  in  counting  up  it  was  found  that  they  had 
marched  exactly  two  thousand  miles. 

They  crossed  James  river  on  pontoons  and  marched  through  Rich- 
mond by  Libby  prison  and  Castle  Thunder,  and  on  to  Washington, 
wading  across  half  a  dozen  mountain  streams  and  went  into  camp 
back  of  Arlington  Heights  May  18 ;  then  were  in  the  grand  review  in 
Washington,  May  24  (Gen.  Grant's  army  of  the  Potomac  reviewed 
the  day  before),  and  the  last  of  the  month  they  crossed  over  the  Poto- 
mac river  and  went  into  camp  at  Fort  Bunker  Hill,  just  back  of 
Washington,  in  Maryland. 
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On  June  14  they  left,  and  went  via.  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad 
across  to  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  thence  by  steamboat  down  the 
Ohio  river,  calling  at  Cincinnatti,  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  there  about 
three  miles  out  went  into  camp  till  July  11  ;  then  by  railroad  to 
Chicago,  111.,  and  LaCrosse,  Wis.,  and  steamboat  to  St.  Paul ;  they  were 
returned  home,  and  mustered  out  at  Fort  Snelling  the  twenty-first.  Then 
Mr.  Chute  returned  to  his  home  near  Blue  Earth  City,  and  there  "  re- 
constructed "  somewhat,  but  the  severe  winters  rather  ."  scared  him 
out,"  so  he  sold  out  in  1869,  and  in  1870  drove  a  team  and  moved 
across  Iowa  to  Maysville,  De  Kalb  Co.,  Mo.,  and  next  year  to  Island 
City,  Gentry  Co.,  then  to  Albany,  the  county  seat.  In  1872  moved  to 
Guilford,  Nodaway  Co.,  and  that  summer  drove  across  the  Missouri 
river  into  Kansas;  went  far  as  Topeka,  and  returned  again  into 
Missouri,  bought  a  lot,  built  and  settled  in  Bolckow,  Andrew  Co. 
During  his  sojourn  there  of  five  winters  he  taught  about  thirty  singing 
classes  in  five  counties,  DeKalb,  Gentry,  Nodaway,  Andrew  and  Clin- 
ton. But  the  grasshoppers  came  over  so  thick  from  Kansas  in  1874, 
threatening  a  famine,  that  he  sold  out  there  in  the  spring  of  1875,  and 
returned  to  St.  Thomas,  Ont.,  and  there  for  four  winters  taught  sing- 
ing in  Elgin,  Middlesex  and  Lambton  counties. 

In  the  fall  of  1879  he  crossed  the  St.  Clair  river  into  Michigan  and 
there  farmed  it  summers  and  taught  singing  ten  winters.  Mr.  Chute 
received  only  a  common  ^school  education,  but  commenced  teaching  in 
1855,  and  taught  four  common  schools  and  nearly  two  hundred  sing- 
ing schools  or  classes  in  thirty  different  books,  in  Nova  Scotia,  Maine, 
New  York,  Ontario,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and  Missouri.  Besides  learn- 
ing to  read  music  and  singing  in  the  old-fashioned  singing  schools,  Mr. 
Chute  attended  three  musical  institutes,  first  at  North  Reading,  Mass., 
stimmer  of  1857,  under  Dr.  Lowell  Mason  and  George  F.  Root,  using 
the  Hallehujah  and  Sabbath  Bell,  and  for  concert  exercises  the  Hay- 
makers and  the  Messiah,  (and  in  the  fall  he  went  to  Portland,  Naples 
and  Otisfield,  Me.,  and  learned  the  foundation  of  the  Chutes  in 
America)  ;  second  at  Winona,  Minn.,  Aug.,  1868,  under  George  F. 
Root,  P.  P.  Bliss,  T.  M.  Towne  and  O.  D.  Adams  in  the  Triumph,  and 
for  concerts  Mendelsohn's  St.  Paul ;  third  at  South  Bend,  Ind.,  sum- 
mer of  1870,  under  G.  F.  Root,  C.  M.  Wyman,  P.  P.  Bliss,  T.  M. 
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Towne  and  William  Mason,  using  the  Palm,  and  for  concerts  Haydn's 
Creation.  In  all  of  these  he  studied  harmony  and  composition,  and 
from  time  to  time  has  gathered  a  library  of  six  hundred  music  and 
four  hundred  hymn  books. 

While  on  a  visit  to  Nova  Scotia  in  1855,  he  commenced  teaching 
singing  in  the  good  old  American  Vocalist,  and  there  commenced 
gathering  the  records  of  the  family  connections,  which  are  the  basis  of 
this  volume.  In  1885,  he  steamboated  on  the  lakes  all  summer  and  in 
the  fall  went  down  the  Erie  Canal  to  New  York,  thence  to  Boston, 
thence  to  Portland,  Me.,  and  forty  miles  north  of  there  in  Otisfield,  in 
Cumberland  Co.,  taught  a  singing  class  that  winter.  In  April  1886, 
he  traveled  forty  mile's  east  across  the  country  to  Augusta,  visiting 
friends  and  relations  ;  then  via  Waterville  and  Bangor,  took  cars  to 
Woodstock,  N.  B.,  visiting  and  gathering  records.  Then  after  visiting 
friends  at  Eel  river,  he  went  down  the  St.  John  river  on  a  raft  to  near 
Frederrckton,  and  went  up  the  Keswick  river  to  the  north,  above 
Zealand  Station  and  visited  friends  in  York  Co.,  then  came  down  to 
Fredericton,  and  took  a  steamer  to  St.  John,  where  he  stopped  four 
nights  making  calls  and  seeking  out  friends  and  relations.  On  May 
12,  he  crossed  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  on  the  steamer  Secret,"  to  Digby, 
N.  S.,  and  in  that  province  for  nearly  four  months  he  traveled  in  four 
counties,  from  Weymouth,  Digby  Co.,  through  Annapolis  Co.,  to  Kent- 
ville,  Kings  Co.,  and  over  to  Caledonia,  Queens  Co.,  hunting  the  "  lost 
tribes  "  of  the  family  connection.  He  started  at  Bear  River  Sept.  7, 
on  the  schooner  "  Florence  Christine,"  Capt.  Norman  W.  Chute,  wood 
and  timber  laden,  and  sailed  to  Boston ;  took  steamer  thence  to  Port- 
land, Me.,  and  traveled  fifty  miles  north  to  Snow's  Fall's,  Oxford  Co., 
calling  and  hunting  family  connections.  At  Portland  took  cars  to 
Newburyport,  Mass.,  thence  across  the  country  to  Salem,  Lynn  and 
Boston,  still  searching  records  and  gathering  items  and  statistics. 

After  spending  all  of  October,  chiefly  in  Massachusetts,  he  left  Bos- 
on and  went  to  Taunton  November  sixth  ;  to  Providence,  R.  I.,  the 
eighth  and  on  to  New  York  city  the  morning  of  the  tenth  and  went  up  to 
Albany  on  a  canal  boat,  then  through  the  Erie  Canal,  as  a  boat  hand, 
to  Buffalo,  thence  through  Western  Ontario,  by  cars  to  Detroit  and  so 
on  home,  arriving  Nov.  30 ;  taught  singing  again  four  winters ;  came 
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to  Boston  ill  Aug.,  1890,  to  the  twenty-fourth  annual  parade  of  the 
Grand  Army  Republic,  and  stayed  in  the  state  most  of  the  time  since, 
searching,  copying  and  writing  up  the  family  history.  He  went  to 
Washington  in  Sept.,  1892,  to  the  twenty-sixth  encampment  of  the 
Grand  Army  Republic.

sent  to  school  and  received  a  good  education,  so  that  he  taught  school 
m  Lower  Granville,  N.  S.,  in  the  summer  of  1862,  being  there  on  a 
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visit;  then,  after  being  home  in  Ontario,  the  next  year,  he  attended 
Alleghany  College,  Meadville,  Pa.,  two  terms  1864-65,  then  taught 
in  Port  Burwell,  Ont.,  1866.  Near  the  close  of  that  year,  he  purchased 
a  scholarship  in  the  Bryant  &  Stratton  chain  of  Commercial  colleges, 
and  went  to  Chicago,  111.,  and  attended  there  graduating  in  1867.  Soon 
after  he  got  a  situation  as  bookkeeper  with  Wisdom  &  Son,  where  he 
remained  till  July  1871,  when  he  packed  up  and  moved  to  Gentry  Co., 
Mo.,  (time  of  the  great  fire  in  Chicago),  and  there  taught  a  set  of 
singing  classes  that  winter,  returning  to  Chicago  again  in  June  1872;

CLOSING  CHAPTERS  ON  THE  CHUTE  FAMILY. 


I.    On  the  Original  First  Family  Terminating  in  the  Sec- 
ond OR  Middle  Branch. 

Ipswich,  Mass.,  was  first  settled  by  English  emigrants  in  1633.  But 
a  tradition  seems  to  say  that  the  Mayflower  intended  to  settle  there, 
but  went  on  to  Plymouth,  here  is  the  first  verse  of  a  poem  of  six  verses 
by  James  Appleton  Morgan. 

I  love  to  think  of  old  Ipswich  town, 

Old  Ipswich  town  in  the  East  countree ; 
Whence  on  the  tide  you  can  float  down 

Thro'  long  salt  grass  to  the  wailing  sea. 
Where  the  Mayflower  drifted  off  the  bar, 

Sea-worn  and  weary  long  years  ago, 
And  dared  not  enter,  but  sailed  away 

Till  she  landed  her  boats  in  Plymouth  Bay. 

Abram  Hammatt  Esq.,  (1780-1856),  of  Ipswich,  in  his  Hammatt 
papers,"  says  :  It  appears  from  our  records  that  there  was  a  grammar 
school  set  up  in  Ipswich  in  ye  year  1636,"  three  years  after  John  Win- 
throp,  the  younger  with  his  twelve  companions  commenced  a  settlement 
in  this  place.    It  was  kept  by  Lionel  Chute,  who  died  in  1645. 

But  the  Chute  family  all  seem  to  have  left  Ipswich  before  1700,  and 
settled  in  Rowley  and  Newbury.  In  the  burying  yard  by  the  Byfield 
meeting-house,  used  to  stand  a  dark  stone  with  the  following  inscrip- 
tions upon  it : 


Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Capt.  Daniel 
Chute  who  died  Jan.  6,  1805,  in  the  83d 
(year  of  his  age,  having  been  a  respectable 
member  of  the  church  of  Christ  sixty- 
three  years. 


Mrs.  Hannah  Chute,  relict  of  Capt. 
Daniel  Chute,  died  April  28,  1812,  in  the 
90th  year  of  her  age.  She  was  distin- 
guished for  sound  judgement,  active, 
benevolent  and  sincere  piety. 


Sacred  also  to  the  memory  of  Dea. 
James  Chute,  who  died  Jan.  31,  1769,  in 
the  83d  yeai-  of  his  age. 


And  of  Mary  Chute  his  consort,  who 
died  Aug.  12,  1760.    Aged  67. 


Deacon  Chute  was  the  son  of  Mr.  James  Chute,  who  in  1681,  com- 
menced a  settlement  a  few  rods  west  of  this  spot.  He  was  a  grand- 
son of  Lionel  Chute  the  first  of  the  family  in  Massachusetts. 
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The  old  Chute  house — a  mile  north  of  the  B3^field  meeting-house 
—  now  owned  by  James  Chute  Peabody,  which  he  inherited  from  his 
aunt,  Sophia  Chute,  granddaughter  of  Capt.  Daniel  Chute,  was  built 
by  Capt.  Daniel  Chute,  1780,  over  the  cellar  of  a  garrison  house,  built 
by  his  grandfather  a  century  before,  and  has  always  been  in  the  family. 

The  Chute  place,  a  few  rods  west  of  the  Byfield  meeting-house,  went 
from  Capt.  Daniel  Chute  to  his  son  Dea.  James  ;  thence  to  his  son 
Richard,  wh  o  sold  it  to  Shubael  Dummer,  who  left  it  to  his  son  David, 
who  sold  it  to  Joseph  Strauss,  a  Jewish  priest  of  Boston,  who  still 
owns  it,  although  in  New  York.  The  buildings  of  the  latter  place  are 
all  gone,  and  three  old  cellars  and  two  old  wells  remain  as  relics  of  the 
once  famous  old  house. 

II.    Of  the  Oldest,  or  New  Hampshire  and  Nova  Scotia 

Branch. 

Rev.  Henry  Alline,  son  of  William  and  Rebecca  Alline,  was  born  in 
Newport,  R.  I.,  June  14,  1748  ;  taken  to  Nova  Scotia  with  his  parents 
in  1756,  and  lived  in  Falmouth,  Hants  Co.  From  the  time  of  settle- 
ment in  Nova  Scotia,  he  was  impressed  with  the  importance  of  being 
a  christian,  and  these  impressions  and  convictions  finally  led  to  his 
conversion  in  March,  1775.  He  immediately  professed  a  call  to  preach 
the  gospel,  and  being  encouraged,  he  exercised  his  gifts  and  talents 
with  great  success  ;  and  being  in  advance  of  many  others  in  that  day, 
although  crude  in  some  things,  he  was  called  a  New  Light,  and  was 
ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry,  as  a  Congregationalist,  in  a  large  barn 
at  Falmouth,  in  1779  ;  and  traveled  extensively  (principally  on  horse- 
back), up  and  down  the  Annapolis  valley,  even  to  Yarmouth,  and  other 
parts  of  Nova  Scotia,  in  New  Brunswick  and  in  Maine  ;  and  finally 
died  at  the  house  of  Rev.  David  McClure  (1748-1820),  Northampton, 
N.  H.,  Feb.  2,  1784,  in  his  thirty-sixth  year.  Many  of  the  grandpar- 
ents of  the  t)ld  folks,  now  living,  were  converts  of  his,  and  joined  the 
Baptist  churches,  then  organizing  in  those  provinces. 

Besides  being  the  instrument  in  God's  hand  of  leading  hundreds,  if 
not  thousands,  to  follow  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  wrote  about  four 
hundred  hymns  which  were  published  about  1790,  a  third  edition  was 
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printed  at  Dover,  N.  H.,  1797.  They  were  used  quite  extensively 
among  the  New  Lights  and  Free  Baptists  ;  but  the  only  hymn  among 
them  now  in  use,  we  believe  is  the  one  commencing 

"  Amazing  sight  the  Savior  stands, 

And  knocks  at  every  door. 
Ten  thousand  blessings  in  his  hands, 

To  satisfy  the  poor." 

Thomas  Chute,^  heard  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alline  about  1780,  from  the 
text  "  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day  that  the  great  trumpet 
shall  be  blown  and  they  shall  come  that  are  ready  to  perish  in  the  land 
of  Assyria,  and  the  outcasts  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  they  shall  wor- 
ship the  Lord  in  the  holy  mount  at  Jerusalem,"  Isaiah  28 :  13  ;  and  it 
led  to  his  conversion,  and  he  was  baptized,  if  we  mistake  not,  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Handley  Chipman,  in  the  Annapolis  River,  near  Bridgetown  ; 
and  probably  his  older  brothers,  Samuel  and  John  (perhaps  their 
parents  too),  were  converted  and  added  to  the  church  about  the  same 
time.  Bear,  moose,  foxes  and  other  game,  besides  Indians,  were  quite 
plentiful  in  Nova  Scotia  in  those  days. 

This  same  Dea.  Thomas  Chute  on  Mar.  6,  1808,  at  Bear  River,  went 
out  in  the  morning  and  found  a  bear  track,  so  he  and  sons,  Andrew 
and  Abel  —  perhaps  Calvin  and  John  —  with  a  couple  of  dogs,  went 
up  back  of  the  barn  into  a  swamp,  and  found  a  tree  partly  blown 
over,  so  there  was  a  large  hollow  under  the  roots.  Abel  cut  a  stick 
and  poked  down  through  a  hole  in  the  top,  and  exclaimed  It  is  soft 
as  a  bag  of  wool."  At  that  the  old  bear  stuck  her  nose  out  under  the 
roots  looking  "  savage  as  a  meat  ax,"  when  the  old  gent  let  go  an 
ounce  musket  ball  into  her,  at  which  she  sank  down  with  a  groan,  and 
a  cub  crawled  up  on  her  back ;  this  was  picked  up  with  the  hand  and 
taken  care  of.  They  got  out  the  dead  bear,  dressed  it,  sold  the  meat 
at  the  garrison  in  Annapolis  for  six  pence  a  pound ;  kept  the  cub  till 
in  the  summer  it  got  so  mischievous  they  sold  it  too.  For  forty  to 
fifty  years  afterwards  the  sons  would  say  when  the  sixth  of  March 
came  around,  "  this  is  the  day  we  got  the  old  bear  out  of  the  den." 

In  1811  the  brothers,  Benjamin  and  Thomas,  took  a  notion  to  go  to 
Upper  Canada  (^called  Canada  West,  in  1849,  and  Ontario  in  1867), 
and  they  went^as  far  as  Black  Rock,  below  Buffalo,  so  they  saw  the 
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"  promised  land"  across  the  Niagara  River,  when  Uncle  Benjamin  was 
taken  sick  and  they  returned. 

In  1841,  when  Andrew  Chute  sold  out  at  Bear  River  to  go  to  Canada, 
some  opposed  and  some  ridiculed  him.  His  father-in-law,  Eleazer 
Woodworth,  composed  a  little  poem  commencing 

Andrew  Chute,  the  old  goat, 
Put  all  his  property  afloat. 

But  Deacon  Chute  always  rejoiced  that  he  sold  out  in  Nova  Scotia 
—  said  there  was  a  providence  in  it  —  and  went  to  a  country  where 
there  was  more  room  and  privileges  to  grow  up  with  the  growth  of  the 
country  in  education,  wealth  and  usefulness. 

On  his  seventieth  birthday,  Sept.  15, 1859,  Deacon  Chute  had  a  large 
party  at  his  house,  which  included,  besides  the  members  of  his  own 
family,  Mrs.  Jane  Chute,  Mrs.  Nellie  McConnell,  Dea.  R.  Hankinson 
and  wife,  Dea.  B.  J.  Timpany  and  wife,  Charles  Northrup  and  some 
neighbors.  This  was  his  last  home  party.  Deacon  Chute  composed  a 
poem  or  two  in  early  life,  but  we  believe  they  are  lost.  We  here 
insert,  however,  a  favorite  poem  of  his,  in  heroic  verse,  to  which  he 
composed  a  tune. 

1. 

Of  all  the  fools  on  earth  by  heaven  accursed, 

The  drunkard  should  be  reckoned  with  the  worst; 
No  beast  that  walks  the  plain  or  bird  that  flies, 
Does  act  so  base  a  part  or  so  unwise. 

2. 

The  dull,  the  slow,  the  poor  despised  ass, 

In  wisdom  does  the  drunkard  far  surpass; 
He  drinks  no  more  when  nature's  satisfied, 
But  leaves  the  stream  along  the  vale  to  glide. 

3. 

But  drunkards  of  inferior  sense  will  drink, 

Till  they  can  scarcely  walk  or  talk  or  think; 
What  crime  will  not  a  drunkard  then  commit, 

When  in  this  vile  intoxicated  fit. 

4. 

Satan  can  rule  him  with  easy  sway, 

And  turn  him  as  he  pleases  in  his  way; 
His  healtb,  his  wealth,  his  character  and  time. 

Are  all  destroyed  by  this  atrocious  crime.  • 
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5. 

We  censure  thieves  who  into  houses  creep, 

To  rob  their  neighbors  while  they  are  asleep; 
To  purchase  poison  in  the  flowing  bowl, 

Which  brings  them  all  to  want  and  damns  the  soul. 

6. 

Stay,  sinner,  stay  before  it  is  too  late. 

Reflect  with  horror  on  thine  awful  state ; 
The  blood  of  Christ  will  cleanse  your  sins  away, 

O  seek  his  mercy,  seek  without  delay. 

About  fourteen  years  after  his  father's  death,  his  son  Freeman,  to 
whom  was  willed  the  old  homestead,  moved  away  the  white  house, 
built  by  Capt.  John  Mclntyre  in  1841,  and  built  a  brick  house  in  its 
place;  and  as  it  was  finished  at  the  time  his  wife  was  forty  years  old, 
his  brothers,  sisters,  cousins  and  neighbors,  got  up  a  surprise  party," 
June  5,  1877,  and  assembled  between  forty  and  fifty  to  do  them  honor. 
As  he  was  on  the  road  to  work,  being  path-master  that  year,  the  com- 
pany sent  out  a  corporal's  guard,"  captured  him  and  took  hira  in. 
At  that  party  J.  M.  Chute  read  Will  M.  Carleton's  "  Out  of  the  Old 
House  into  the  New,"  with  variations,  which  were  very  appropriate. 

As  the  centennial  of  his  father's  birthday  drew  near.  Freeman  con- 
cluded to  have  a  celebration  at  his  place  on  the  occasion ;  so  as  the 
fifteenth  of  September  was  Sunday  he  invited  his  friends  and  kindred 
from  far  and  near,  and  they  assembled  on  Saturday,  Sept.  14,  1889,  to 
the  number  of  sixt5^-six  named  Chute,  twenty  named  McConnell  and 
forty-seven  others,  nearly  all  related,  and  they  carried  out  the  follow- 
ing program :  Assembled  at  10  A.  M.,  took  dinner  under  the  cherry  trees 
in  front  of  the  house ;  Mr.  E.  S.  Phillips  of  Aylmer,  with  his  camera  took 
pictures,  three  or  four  groups;  then  they  gathered  on  the  east  side  of 
the  house  and  had  music  by  a  string  band  of  seven  violins,  a  cornet 
and  bass  viol ;  Rev.  William  Grant  being  called  to  the  chair,  gave  a 
good  speech ;  music,  "  Old  Folks  at  Home,"  by  the  band  ;  speech  by 
Rev.  A.  T.  Sowerby  of  Aylmer ;  song,  Look  on  the  Bright  Side,"  by 
W.  E.  &  J.  M.  Chute  of  Michigan ;  recitation  by  Sophia  MulhoUand, 
a  school  teacher ;  anthem,  "  Holy  is  the  Lord,"  by  the  Chute  choir ; 
speech  by  W.  E.  Chute,  sketching  the  family  of  John  Chute  and  Judith 
Foster,  who  moved  from  New  Hampshire  to  Nova  Scotia  in  1759  —  of 
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their  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  descendents  of  five  of  them  were 
represented  as  present ;  Let  every  heart  rejoice  and  sing,"  was  then 
sung,  followed  by  speeches  from  Deacons  E.  L.  Chute  of  Aylmer,  and 
J.  M.  Chute  of  North  Branch,  Mich. ;  song,  "  The  Maid  of  Dundee," 
by  Loretta  Chute,  accompanied  on  a  guitar ;  hymn-anthem,  "  Jerusa- 
lem my  glorious  home,"  was  sung ;  speech  by  Isaiah  Chute  of  Peabody, 
Mass. ;  then  "Auld  Lang  Syne,"  by  the  band ;  speeches  by  Mesdames 
Sarah  A.  Harris  and  Harriet  Chute,  sisters  of  "  mine  host ; "  musical 
dialogue,  "Teacher  and  Pupil,"  by  W.  E.  Chute  and  his  nephew,  H. 
L.  McConnell ;  speeches  by  C.  Chute  and  F.  Chute,  Esquires ;  hymn, 
"  Parting  Friends,"  sung  by  all ;  closing  speech  by  Elder  Grant,  and 
singing,  "  God  be  with  you  till  we  meet  again,"  all  of  which  were  well 
done  and  well  enjoyed ;  and  all  parted  in  peace,  having  spent  a  fine 
day,  long  to  be  remembered.  As  most  of  the  names  will  readily  be 
found  by  looking  at  the  records  we  now  proceed  to  name  the  assembly 
present :

III.    Of  the  Maine  or  Third  Branch: 

Dea.  Thomas  Chute,  who  went  from  Massachusetts  to  Maine,  1737, 
was  certainly  a  man  of  ambition,  energy,  faith  and  perseverance,  as  the 
records  of  Boston,  Marblehead  and  Salem,  Mass.,  and  those  of  Portland 
and  Windham,  Me.,  plainly  show.  A  part  of  his  papers  and  personal 
effects  descended  through  his  grandson  Col.  Josiah  of  the  Revolution,  to 
his  son  George  W.,  of  Windham  ;  while  another  part  descended  through 
Col.  Thomas,  and  Col.  Francis  to  John  W.,  of  Otisfield.  At  the 
house  of  the  late  John  H.,  is  a  good  size  pine  board  chest  with  "  T.  C. 
1712,"  on  the  inside  of  the  cover,  that  he  had  in  Boston,  the  year  he 
married  Mary  Curtis.  At  this  same  John  H.'s,  is  a  painting  purporting 
tc  be  the  Chute  Coat  of  Arms,  but  it  is  pronounced  by  experts  a  fraud. 

After  the  Revoluti(m,  a  good  sized  porcelain  pitcher  (probably  made 
in  Philadelphia),  with  blue  flowers  on  the  side  and  the  name  "  Mary 
Chute,"  also  in  blue,  was  presented  to  Mary,  wife  of  Josiah  Chute, 
which  descended  to  the  daughter  Mary  Noyes  Abbot  and  from  her  to 
Mary  Ann  Sanborn. 

But  there  is  a  bad  thing  in  Windham.  The  church  records  say  that 
Dea.  Tho.  Chute  died  in  1771 ;  Thomas  L.  Smith  (1797-1881),  deliv- 
ered a  Centennial  address  in  1835  ;  enlarged  since  and  called  the  His- 
tory of  Windham,  in  which  he  says  that  Thomas  Chute  was  born  in 
England,  1690.  Then  George  W.  Chute,  in  view  of  approaching  disso- 
lution, appointed  Wm.  Goold,  Esq.,  his  executor,  and  ordered  two 
white  marble  monuments  to  be  erected  about  fifteen  feet  high,  in  the 
family  burying  ground,  to  cost  |1,000,  with  inscriptions  of  four  gener- 
ations, Thomas,  Curtis,  Col.  Josiah  and  George  W.,  upon  them,  in 
which  not  only  the  error  of  the  death  of  Thos.  Chute  in  1770  is  copied, 
but  his  birth — worse  than  Mr.  Smith — is  stated  as  in  London,  England, 
1690.  At  the  same  time  papers  were  in  the  house  of  George  W.  Chute 
explaining  and  telling  better,  but  only  needing  and  demanding  exami- 
nation and  investigation.  It  is  bad  enough,  when  falsehoods  are  told, 
but  worse  to  be  written,  and  still  worse  to  be  engraved  upon  stones.

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When  the  neutral  French  were  driven  out  of  Nova  Scotia 
by  their  English  victors,  in  1755,  liberal  offers  were  made  to 
loyal  subjects  of  the  King  of  England  to  occupy  the  lands. 
As  a  consequence,  some  thousands  from  Great  Britain,  Ger- 
many, and  the  New  England  States,  emigrated  to  that  prov- 
ince, the  descendants  of  a  large  number  of  whom  are 
connected  with  the  Chute  family.  During  and  after  the  Rev- 
olution, thousands  of  Loyalists,  or  Refugees,  chose  to  establish 
themselves  in  that  part  of  North  America,  which  still  remained 
under  the  British  flag. 

Histories  of  some  of  these  families  have  been  partly  writ- 
ten, and  published  in  the  United  States,  and  so  will  not  be 
so  fully  described  here;  while  the  greater  part  of  them  are 
now  printed  for  the  first  time,  and  will  be  in  more  detail.

Henry  F.  Waters,  of  Salem,  in  his  "  Gleanings  from  English  Rec- 
ords," 1880,  mentions  the  w-ill  of  John  Bancks  of  London  probably 
1630,  in  which  the  testator  remembers  William,  Richard,  Thomas, 
George,  and  Mary,  children  of  his  uncle,  William  Bancks,  deceased; 
also  cousin  Ralph  Fogg. 

1.  Richard  Bankes,  who  came  to  America,  and  settled  at 
Scituate,  Mass.,  about,  or  before,  1640,  may  have  been  connected 
with  the  family  mentioned  above.  In  1643  he  was  a  settler  in 
York  County,  Me.,  where  he  was  a  Provincial  Councilor  for  1651-2, 
under  Gov.

He  was  made  a  freeman  1652,  and  in  1681  appears  in  a  list  of  inhab- 
itants swearing  allegiance  to  the  King.  He  d.,  or  was  carried  off 
by  Indians,  early  in  1692,  when  137  of  the  people  of  York  were 
either  killed  or  carried  captive  to  Canada.

*  Hannah,  dauo^hter  of  Michael  and  Hannah  (Webster)  Emerson,  was  b. 
Dec.  23,  1657,  in  Haverhill,  Mass;  m.  Dec.  3.  1677,  Thomas  Dustin  (or  Dus- 
ton),  and  had  13  children  before  1699.  On  March  15,  1697,  nineteen  or 
twenty  Indians  made  a  raid  upon  the  town,  burned  half  a  dozen  houses,  mur- 
dered and  captured  about  thirty-nine  persons,  including  Mrs.  Hannah  Dus- 
tin, her  nurse,  Vlary  Corliss,  widow  of  Wm.  Nelf,  and  an  English  boy,  Sam 
Lennardson.  Her  baby,  Martha,  only  6  days  old,  had  its  brains  dashed  out 
against  a  tree,  in  its  mother's  sight !  Mr.  Dustin,  seeing  the  savages  coming, 
ran  with  his  gun,  got  between  them  and  the  children — eight  of  his  own  and 
several  others  along  with  them — and  g  t  them  to  a  place  of  safety.  The 
captured  ones  were  marched  seventy-flve  or  eighty  miles  north,  through  the 
woods,  to  an  island  in  the  Merrimack  river,  at  Pennacook,  above  Concord, 
N.  H.  The  Indian  family  were  twelve— two  stout  men,  tnree  women,  and 
seven  children — and  while  there  in  camp,  fearing  and  dreading  worse  usage, 
Mrs.  Dustin  planned  their  escape.  So  on  the  night  of  the  29th,  while  they  were 
asleep,  Mrs.  Dustin  and  her  nurse,  with  tomahawks,  brained  ten  of  them  ;  one, 
seeing  the  fate  of  the  others,  up  and  run,  and  one  was  spared.  She  then  took 
the  ten  scalps  and  her  captor's  gun,  as  trophies,  and  they  paddled  down  the 
Merrimack  in  a  canoe,  arriving  at  home  the  31st,  finding  their  house  burned, 
but  the  husband  and  children  all  safe  She  was  awarded  £50  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  Boston,  and  some  presents  from  Colonel  Nicholson,  governor  of 
Maryland.  Mr.  Dustin  was  living  in  1729,  and  it  is  said  that  she  survived 
him  several  years.

POTTER. 

Nicholas  and  Robert  Potter  —  supposed  to  be  brothers,  and 
sons  of  Robert  Potter,  b.  in  England,  1577 ; —  came  over  to  Lynn, 
Mass.,  in  or  before  1634.  Robert  was  made  a  freeman  of  Massachu- 
setts, Sept.  3,  1634,  and  spoken  of  as  a  farmer ;  but  he  moved  to 
Roxbury,  and  on  account  of  church  troubles,  he  being  a  Quaker,  he 
moved  again  to  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  and  was  joined  by  others  after- 
wards, and  founded  Warwick.    Mr.  Potter  m.  Isabel  ,  and  had 

3  daughters  and  a  son,  John,  from  whom  have  sprung  some  noble 
ministers,  bishops,  generals,  and  other  noted  persons.  He  d.  in 
1655. 

1.  i.  Nicholas  Potter,  is  said  to  be  one  of  50  persons  or  fami- 
lies who  settled  Saugus  and  Lynn,  soon  after  1630.  He  was  a  mason 
and  was  interested  in  iron  works  in  Lynn,  but  moved  to  Salem  in 
1660.  He  had  60  acres  of  land  in  Lynn,  which  were  given  to  his 
first  family.    He  m.  Emma  Knight  (?),  and  had  2  children.    She  d.

Joseph  and 
Benjamin  went  to  Nova  Scotia,  and  with  Joseph  must  have  gone 
over  a  family  Bible,  printed  in  London,  1712,  in  which  are  recorded 
the  deaths  of  Joseph  and  his  wife.    But  her  name  is  not  mentioned.

5.  V.  Brigadier-General  Timothy  Ruggles  (Rev.  Timothy, 
Capt.  Samuel,  Capt.  Samuel,  Thomas),  b.  at  Rochester,  Plymouth 
county,  Mass.,  Oct.  11,  1711;  H.  C,  1732;  m.  a  Miss  Humphrey, 
1735 ;  was  an  able  lawyer,  1736.

About  1753-4, 
he  moved  to  Hardwick,  Worcester  county,  and  entered  the  British 
Army,  and  led  a  body  of  troops  to  join  Sir  William  Johnson  in 
1755,  as  Colonel,  and  was  in  the  expedition  to  Crown  Point  and  the 
battle  of  Lake  George.  He  remained  in  the  army  till  1760,  the  last 
three  years  brigadier-general,  under  Lord  Amherst.  He  repre- 
sented Hardwick  several  years  in  the  Legislature,  and  was  speaker 
in  the  House,  1762-3.  In  1765  he  was  made  President  of  the  Con- 
gress of  nine  colonies  at  New  York,  at  which  Otis  and  Partridge 
were  delegates  from  Massachusetts.  In  1774  he  was  made  a  "Man- 
damus Councillor,"  at  Salem,  Mass.  He  was  a  good  scholar,  shrewd, 
brave,  and  witty.  He  was  a  Loyalist  or  Tory  and  had  to  leave 
his  extensive  estates  in  Hardwick,  which  were  confiscated.  He  ac- 
companied the  British  army  to  Halifax,  N.  S.,  in  1783.  In  1784, 
he  received  a  grant  of  land  in  Wilmot,  Annapolis  county,  N.  S.,  and 
commenced  a  settlement  near  the  top  of  the  North  Mountain,  called

SAXTON. 

Long  before  the  Revolution  lived  at  White  Plains,  Westchester 
county,  N.  Y.,  a  family  named  Saxton  or  Sexton.  George  Sexton, 
cordwainer,  of  Rye,  sold  property  in  White  Plains  to  Jeremiah 
Fowler,  1735.  Lorenzo  Sabine  (1800-1877),  in  his  "  American  Loyal- 
ists," 1864,  says  George  Saxton  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  lived 
within  half  a  mile  of  Washington's  headquarters ;  at  the  peace  of 
1783,  went  to  Digby,  N.  S.  His  son  George  d.  there  1860,  very 
aged.  Whether  the  father's  name  was  George  is  questionable.  The 
grandsons  in  Ontario  said  his  name  was  William,  and  William's 
wife  was  Jane  Jones.  They  had  two  sons,  John  and  George,  and  a 
daughter  Jane.

Thurston  was  a  pious,  exemplary  man,  and  in  his  family  de- 
votions was  wont  to  pray  '*  That  the  Lord  would  be  a  God  to  him 
and  his  descendants  to  the  latest  generation,  as  long  as  the  sun  and 
moon  endure."  Rev.  David  Thurston,  d.  d.,  a  grandson,  said  con- 
cerning these  prayers,  "  They  have  been  greatly  blessed  as  regards 
their  spiritual  interests  ;  quite  a  number  are  or  have  been  deacons 
and  deacon's  wives,  ministers  and  minister's  wives,  etc"  Dea. 
Thurston  was  a  Captain  of  the  2d  foot  company  of  Rowley,  June, 
1757.  In  March,  1770,  he,  with  Capt.  John  Pearson,  was  on  a  com- 
mittee for  the  consideration  of  measures  to  prevent  British  importa- 
tions.   His  estate  was  valued  £8263  3s  9d.

WOODWARD— WOODWORTH. 

1,  L  Walter  Woodworth,  said  to  have  come  over  from 
Kent,  Eng.,  with  Gov.  John  Winthrop  (1587-1649),  in  1630.  He 
was  a  resident  of  Scituate,  Mass.,  in  1633.  In  Oct.,  1664,  the  Court 
granted  to  John  Hanmore  and  Walter  Woodward  of  Scituate,  each 
60  acres  of  land,  near  to  Weymouth,  provided  it  entrench  not  upon 
former  grants,  and  also  that  they  pay  the  Indians  purchase  for  it,  if 
any  be  justly  demanded. 

In  1635,  Mr.  Woodward  lived  on  the  3d  lot  in  Kent,  south  side  of 
the  meetinghouse  lane  in  Scituate,  where  the  men  of  Kent  county, 
Eng.,  settled.
